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(57) ABSTRACT 

The invention is directed to pharmaceutical compositions 
useful in the treatment of migraine. The compositions con- 
tain metoclopramide and one or more NSAIDs in unit 
dosage form. By selecting NSAIDs that are non-acidic or 
segregating the metoclopramide and NSAID, the storage life 
of the compositions has been increased. Also disclosed are 
coordinated dosage forms for the sequential release of dirugs. 
The invention encompasses methods of treating migraine 
using any of these dosage forms. 
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
